Two men were arrested in Bo s­ 
to n, charged with being a ccesso ­ 
ries after the fact o f the Brink s 
ro bbery , the largest cash haul in 
the natio n’s criminal histo ry .

and 
J o hn F. Buccelli, 41. o f Bro o kline. 
The FBI said Bennett was ar­ 
rested as he arrived at the So uth 
End o ffice. 
Buccelli,

FBI said it had shado wed in Ben­ 
nett’s co mpany , was picked up a 
few blo cks away . 
Meanwhile, trial date fo r 10 men

6. The 10 were indicted

The ro undup o f mo ney

Sunday night when Perry cashed 
a ragged and mo ldy $10 bill in the 
amusement park. The park o per­ 
ato r, suspicio us, sho wed the bill to 
po lice. 
Autho rities lo o ked up Perry and, 
they said, fo und mo re than $1,000, 
m o stly in $5 and $10 bills, o n his 
perso n. The bills, they said, "had 
a smell o f mo ld and were brittle 
and bro wn with a ge.” 
Perry admitted

mo ney in his ho tel ro o m, o fficials 
» aid, and they fo und $3,7 7 0 hidden 
under a carpet. The bills were 
numbered in sequence, indicating 
ro bbery mo ney , o fficials said. A 
check with the FBI sho wed it to 
be Brink’s mo ney .

Dahlia tubers and plants sho uld 
be planted in a well-drained, sandy 
lo amy so il that has been well pre­ 
pared. 
To 
permit circulatio n 
o f 
air and ea se o f cultivatio n, a ver­ 
age spacing is abo ut 2 4 feet be­ 
tween ro ws and plants mo re fo r 
the 
large 
deco rative 
ty pes 
and 
less fo r the miniature varieties. 
Dahlia tubers arc placed in pre­ 
pared ho les, six to eight inches 
deep, and at lea st a spa de’s width. 
The co mbinatio n o f brittle and ho l­ 
lo w stalks and a small ro o t sy s­ 
tem 
makes 
it 
necessa ry 
fo r 
a 
sto ut stake to suppo rt each plant. 
The ho le is made o n o ne side 
o f the stake a id deep eno ugh so 
that at lea st six inches o f so il 
eventually will co ver each tuber. 
As a rule, sta kes stand six feet 
abo ve the surface. 
The tuber is placed flat with 
the stem end an inch o r mo re 
away 
fro m 
the stake

two feet tall, and that y o u can 
gro w' readily fro m plants.

are genera lly a va ila ble. The rar­ 
est, and in so m e w'ay s the mo st 
no vel, is the little single-flo wered 
kind 
ca lled 
Co ltness 
Hy brids.

petals, but they co ver the dwarf, 
co mpact plants with a never-end­ 
ing 
display o f 34 
to fo ur-inch 
blo o ms. 
Then much

mixture. This is a series o f sem i­ 
do uble Bo wers, a lso in many co l­

The evidence is all lo gical, and 
it is increasing, said Dr. Wendell 
M. Stanley , University o f Califo r­ 
nia viro lo gist. 
He urged a who lly new attack 
against ca ncer fro m this theo ry . 
It co uld lead to va ccines to pre­ 
vent cancer, like a Salk va ccine 
against po lio virus, and new way s 
to cure it. 
It is po ssible that all o f us are 
walking 
aro und 
with 
“ sleeping" 
cancer viruses, Dr. Stanley said. 
We might even “ ca tch” no ninfec* 
tio us do ses o f viruses fro m o ther 
healthy peo ple. 
But he stressed 
that y o u canno t “ ca tch” cancer it­ 
self fro m ano ther perso n. Cancer 
itself is no t co ntagio us. 
The ca ncer viruses wo uldn’t do 
us 
any 
harm, 
until 
and 
unless 
so mething 
made 
them 
beco me 
active. 
The so mething co uld 
be 
aging, cha nges in ho rmo nes, diet­ 
ary 
faults, 
chem ica ls, 
radiatio n, 
o r o ther things, o r a co mbinatio n 
o f them. 
Far fro m being a sca ry idea, 
the virus theo ry o pens the way to 
new experim ents to find metho ds 
o f co ntro lling cancer, Dr. Stanley 
to ld 
the 
third 
Natio nal 
Cancer 
Co nference. 
The 
co nference, 
a t­ 
tended by 1.200 phy sicians and sci­ 
entists fro m the United States and 
23 fo reign co untries, is spo nso red 
by the Natio nal Cancer Institute 
and the American Cancer So ciety . 
Dr. Stanley wo n a No bel Prize 
fo r the first purificatio n and cry ­ 
stallizatio n o f a virus. He heads 
the Labo rato ry o f Virus Research 
at Califo rnia.

B. Meyner of New Jersey said to­ 
day that unless the nation does 
more to solv e the problems of its 
older citizens, they “ may be agi 
tated into political action by our 
neglect.” 
Meyner declared those 
so 
ig­ 
nored might v ote into office candi­ 
dates “who made rash promises of 
financial help which could prov e 
disastrous to our national econo­ 
my.” 
The 
New Jersey gov ernor, 
a 
Democrat, addressed the opening 
session of a three-day conference 
cosponsored by the Federal Coun­ 
cil on aging and the Council of 
State Gov ernments. 
Meyner said in his prepared text 
that the country has “neglected 
. . . this v ast population of older 
people, many of whom, because 
of our neglect, are liv ing liv es that 
are isolated, lonely and useless.” 
He said “if we continue to dis­ 
regard, or to force into early re­ 
tirement, or to place in mental 
hospitals, the army of aged in the 
United States today, these people 
shall be heard from.” 
“Politically,” he said, “we can­ 
not afford to deal lightly with the 
problem of more than 13 million 
people ov er the age of 65.” 
Payments to persons ov er 65 
now total six billion dollars a year 
Meyner said, and estimates are 
that by the year 2,000 the annual 
cost of the federal old age and 
surv iv ors insurance will be 20 bil­ 
lion dollars.

Sev eral articles ap p eared in the 
newsp ap er about the work being 
done by Mrs. Howe and others 
in the adult education work.

Perhap s the thing that .she is 
p roudest of in her y ears of teach­ 
ing was when, during the sum- 


m er months one y ear while she 
was in the WPA work, she fix ed 
up a

and 
taught y oungsters who for some 
reason were dep riv ed of the p riv i­ 
lege of attending school. Crip p led 
children and those with other af­ 
flictions who had nev er gone to 
school were sought by Mrs. Howe. 
They ranged in age from 8 y ears 
to 21. She taught them throughout 
the sum m er and did it without 
p ay . It was p ay enough to see 
how grateful those children were 
and how eager they were to learn. 
Most of them could not ev en read 
or write. One boy who could not 
walk was brought there in a tax i 
and the tax i driv er would carry 
him in and carry him back again 
after the class was ov er. 
Knowing what grade cards mean 
to the children she taught in regu­ 
lar school, Mrs. Howe fix ed grade 
cards for these children, too. They 
were delighted 
with 
them, 
and 
one boy kep t showing his card, 
“ A grade card,” he would say . 
" I’v e got a grade card just like 
my brothers and sisters.” 
One of Mrs. Howe’s daughters, 
Violette, followed the teaching p ro­ 
fession, 
too, 
and 
taught for 11 
y ears. 
Now the y ears of teaching are 
behind her and .Mrs. 
Howe re­ 
calls the words of a sp eaker .she 
heard at the State Teachers Con­ 
v ention in St. Ix >uis last Nov em­ 
ber: 
“The 
goals 
of 
education 
should be the fiv e R’s instead of 
three, reading, ’riting, 'rithmetic, 
right and ’rong. Souls, minds and 
hearts should be educated.” 
“ That is the way I feel, too,” 
said Mrs. Howe said. 
Yes, behind her are the many 
teaching 
y ears, 
those 
she 
has 
taught throughout the y ears and 
the many friends she has made 
in the community and she hop es 
that some of them will 
think of 
her now and then and 
write to 
her as .she adjusts to her new 
life in her new home in .Arizona.

There Are Two Kind s Of Ruts I

Columbia, Missouri is increasing in 
population and ex panding commercially, 
ves even a bit industrially. One hears 
•the frequent comment: ‘Columbia i« 
growing like great guns.'* 
Now a Columbia councilman evalu­ 
ates the condition over there by declar­ 
ing that Columbia is “In a rut of pro­ 
gress.” At first glance one might infer 
that “rut” is used in a derogatory sense. 
In Missouri language that’s the way the 
word is often used, although Webster 
has another definition the curious city 
folk may look up. Farmers don't have 
to. 
But that’s not the connotation the 
Columbia councilman had in mind. He 
was refering to the repeated ex amples of 
community support of community im­ 
provements which lead to community 
progress. That means voters going to the 
polls and voting bond issues in support 
of schools, slum clearance, urban street 
and highway improvements. 
The reason Columbia is “growing 
great guns'* is because Columbia is “in 
a rut of progress.” Call it what you may, 
rut or groove it’s a mighty encouraging 
situation to find any community in a 
track in which the wheels of progress 
move only forward, not sideways, back­ 
wards or in erratic manner—just straight 
forward. 


Columbia has accepted the principle 
that community progress does not come 
of its own volition but requires hard 
work to stimulate and support tax -wise, 
the later as an investment which ulti­ 
mately brings returns in better living 
and increased business. 
Certainly Columbia has been setting 
a sterling ex ample for other cities of the 
state to follow if they propose to develop 
in like measure, allowing for the limita­ 
tion others have because Columbia is a 
college town. 
Time after time citizens of Columbia 
have supported bond issues when called 
upon to do so. 
Positive thinking of the citizenry 
has much to do with keeping out of a 
rut of complacency, the kind of rut some 
communities get in and never get out of. 
The rut of complacency is nex t to a 
precipitious ditch. 
The rut of progress 
is in the center of the road. A shift of 
the community wheels can put them 
back in the right track. 
Sedalia can learn a great deal from 
Columbia where public-spirited citizens 
have been given support in city planning 
and development. 
Let’s “get in the groove;” then we, 
too. will be in “the rut of progress.” 
We’ve got to do more than look with 
jaundiced eye at another city’s success 
record. 


Wa shing to n Merry4^o » Ro und ~^ 
Ike’s Pa na ma Meeting Stirs Skepticism

W.ASHINOTON—President Eisenhower’s meet­ 
ing with the presidenU of the 20 Pan-American 
repú blica has atnick some stormy weather. With 
less than three weeks to ^ before the meeting 
on June 25, three important presidenta have 
ducked out on meeting Ike in Panama, while 
five others have aaid “ycs-maybe.“ 
The three who have turned down the diance 
to conftf with Ike are the presidents of Bolivia, 
Colombia and Peru. 
Tbe five who have adopted a favorable though 
wait-and-ae« policy are the preaidents of some 
of the most powerful nations in the western 
hemisphere — Argentina, Braril. Mex ico. Vene- 
ruela and Cuba. 
'They have politely indicated 
their desire to come, but they seem a little 
leery of what they may be asked to sign 
a t 
Panama. 
Also, they don't like the way in which die 
invitation waa thrown at them so suddenly with­ 
out any advance notice. 
Some, incidentally, 
were invited two days after the others. Finally, 
aome figure that thia is a Madison Avenue stunt 
aimed at impreaalng the American public po­ 
litically during a campaign year. 
Latin .\merican akepticiam was ex pressed by 
astute Bolivian ambassador Victor Andrade at 
a meeting of the general commissioa of the 
American states. 
Diplo ma cy la Dtfficult 
“We learned one day after our reeohition to 
commemorate the 130th anniversary of Pan 
Americanism, that there would be another meet­ 
ing in Panam a.“ said Andrade, referring to the 
way in whk* the I^SA and Panam a had got 
together privately and suddenly sprung the idea 
of having Ike latch on to the previously arrang­ 
ed meeting of ambassadors in Panam a. “Nat­ 
urally this created a little confusion.’* 
“TTie presidents of the republics will meet in­ 
formally,** the Bolivian ambassador continued. 
“This meeting will be closed to the public. 
The presidents may talk about how they reduced 
their waistlines. 
Or they may talk about their 
golf scores. 
But the public will never believe 
that they didn’t talk about something very im­ 
portant.

Sqnea kless Tire. This is a declaration of griev­ 
ance concerning the increasing number of plume- 
less bipeds in our community who want to fly 
in motor cars.

Three good questions concern­ 
ing fibroid tumors of the womb are 
submitted by N. S. 
.Although the suoject has been 
discussed previously, fibroids of 
the uterus or 'womb are so com­ 
mon among women over 35 years 
of age that the subject has to be 
discussed again even though no 
startlingly 
new 
information 
on 
cause or treatment has arisen. 
Mrs, S. S. asks “Can a woman 
w'ith fibroid tumors get pregnant? 
Does a fibroid tumor turn to can­ 
cer? Does this kind of tumor ever 
disappear without surgery? 
.Many a woman with a fibroid 
tumor does conceive, have a nor­ 
mal period of pregnancy and give 
birth to a healthy child without 
complications. It is nevertheless 
true that some fibroids are so 
large or so located that they may 
interfere with conception or lead 
to miscarriage. 
Sometimes, 
therefore, 
a prob­ 
lem is posed. 
It is occasionally possible to re­ 
move a single fibroid from the 
womb 
and 
there are cases in 
which such a removal has been 
followed by completely successful 
pregnancy, something which seem­ 
ed impossible before. 
Fibroid tumors themselves are 
not cancerous but are made up 
of a combination of muscle and 
scar-like tissue. Futhermore, while 
fibroids may be important on their 
own account they do not (rften turn 
into cancer. 
It is perhaps not quite correct 
to say that fibroid tumors disap­ 
pear without surgery'. It is true, 
however, 
that they may 
never 
have to be operated on because 
the 
symptoms 
are 
not 
severe 
enough 
and 
furthermore 
these 
symptoms may 
vanish, particu­ 
larly after change of life. Perhaps 
the fibroid does not disappear en-

As must be emphasizt*d repeat­ 
edly, the size and location of the 
fibroids and the symptoms which 
they produce vary greatly from 
woman tor woman. The age or 
marital status differs from woman 
to woman so that what should 
be done must be decided on the 
basis of the individual circum­ 
stances.

Gives Assist 
To Coal Men

Pin'SBURGH UPV-The once ail­ 
ing American coal industry first 
hit the comeback trail by meeting 
the 
needs 
of 
Western 
Europe. 
But today it is finding a new lease 
on life in its own back y ard. 
All along the Ohio River, start­ 
ing here and running to tlie Mis­ 
sissippi, new industrial plants are 
rising at costs totaling billions of 
dollars. Almost all are big users 
of coal or of the electric output 
fuled by coal. 
Ck)almen now talk of a total pro­ 
duction of 500 million tons this 
y ear compared with 450 million 
laM y ear, and less than 400 mil­ 
lion in 1954. 
'Hie U.S. Coal Exporters .Assn. 
say s exports of .American coal last 
y eaj* was around 35 million tonvS, 
more tlian double the 1954 volume. 
Domestic use is rising this y ear 
—sparked by the capacity output 
of the steel industry , the growing 
use of coal by the expanding elec 
trie power utilities, and by the 
fast industrial pace in general. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
Pittsburgh 
Consolidation Coal say s the only 
big shadow over the coal industry 
at the moment is the threat of a 
steel strike. A strike lasting a 
month would hit the coal industry 
seriously . But barring that, coal­ 
men see good times ahead for 
them in this Ohio Valley , enjoy ing 
a big industrial boom. 
The Federal Reserve Bank of 
Cleveland say s the trend is to 
“ move the coal consuming plant 
to Cht‘ coal-electric power com­ 
panies are building new generat­ 
ing facilities practically on top of 
the coal bed« .” 
New pK)wer stations are popping 
up all along the Upper Ohio and 
the aluminum and chemical In­ 
dustrie« also are moving there. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
chotse Portsmouth, Ohio, as the 
site of its huge atomic energy 
plant partly because of the near­ 
by coal 
to 
supply 
its 
electric 
needs. 
Another lure for companies to 
build new plants along the Ohio 
Is the cheap tran.spwrtation afford­ 
ed by river barge« . 
In Wa.shington, defense planners 
smile in the projects, since they 
mean 
a dispersal of industries 
once concentrated in the older in­ 
dustrial centers, a goal of the mil­ 
itary in planning for pKxssible air 
attack.

Qualitativ e Fan Letters Carry Weight

NEW YORK i/fJ—At one time or 
another 
nearly 
every 
television 
viewer says he’s going to write 
a letter ab out this or that p ro­ 
gram. Relatively few do. 
But the relatively few add up 
to a q uantitatively large numb er. 
Quantitatively p an mail tends to 
outnumb er fan mail, humans b e­ 
ing inclined to seize a p en iil 
anger b efore they do in p raise. 
It’s well known that networks, 
sp onsors and agencies read view­ 
ers’ letters alertly. But it’s less 
widely known that the world of 
televi.sion generally judges its fan 
and p an mail on a q ualitative 
rather than a q uantitative b asis. 
One network official said the 


other day that “we have found 
that 
two articulate 
letters 
are 
more rep resentative of a large 
numb er (rf viewers than a dozen 
p er.sonal ax to grind.” 
Some organizations p rovide their 
memb ers with p rinted form cards. 
One of the largest of these is the 
“Committee of One” of the Legion 
of Decency which issues cards on 
which memb ers may cite offend­ 
ing p rograms with a sp ace to ex­ 
p lain why under the p rinted line 
“I think this p rogram is harmful 
b ecause . . 
It's a rare radio or TV p rogram 
—or columnist, author, p lay or 
movie—that has not b een the re­ 
cip ient of one of these missives at 
some time. 
One television network official 
says that these cards “don’t even 
deserve an answer b ecause they 
rep resent a group with an organ­ 
ized p osition. They do not encour­ 
age free thinking.” 
"Committee of One” memb ers 
also may send form cards p rais­ 
ing 
a 
p rogram — b ut 
cards 
of 
p raise are seldom received. Re­ 
cently one was received p raising 
one of the most innocent and re­ 
freshing regular p rograms on the 
home screen. But the next day 


the network received another form 
card condemning the same p ro­ 
gram.
